Court, the taking of testimony has 
been commenced here in the govern­ 
ment's suit against the So-called mo­ 
tion picture trust. The purpose of the 
suit is to dissolve the combination on 
the ground that its existence is in 
violation of the Sherm an anti-trust 
law. 
.. 
The ease is regarded by the gov­ 
ernment as one of irs most im port­ 
ant anti-trust suits because it brings 
squarely to issue the relation of the i 
patent laws to the Sherman statute. I 
Ten prominent motion picture eou- 
cerns are accused of combining 
to 
monopolize the business through the 
Motion Picture Patents Company, a 
corporation organized for the purpose 
of holding patents, and the General 
Film Company. 
The marvelous growth of the mo­ 
tion picture business in the past de­ 
cade and the fact that no village is 
too small to have a 
picture 
show 
brings the m atter close to the hearts 
of the people. It is estimated that a J 
sum greatly in excess of $100,000,000 
represents the aggregate of 
Invest­ 
ments in the different brancher of the 
business, divided among the manu­ 
facturers of the cameras, film* 
and 
exhibiting machines, the rental ex­ 
changes and the theater owners. 
The Motion Picture Trust made its 
appearance 
in 1908 
at which 
time 
there were ten m anufacturers or im­ 
porters. about' IOO rental exchanges 
and 6000 exhibitors. The keenest com 
petition existed at that time. Aa a 
result the m anufacturers undertook 
to combine under the new schem ; of 
patent 
control. 
The 
governm ent 
charges th at in 
pursuance 
of this 
plan the 
Motion 
Picture 
Patents 
Company was incorporated in New 
Jersey, and to it the m anufacturers 
assigned their patents, under provis­ 
ions guaranteeing the companies cer­ 
tain royalties. 
Prom the 
patents 
company 
the 
m anufacturers 
took 
back 
licenses, 
binding themselves so that only li­ 
censed films could be used and then 
only in 'licensed machines. Royalties 
of $2 per week were to be collected 
and no more films were to be sold, 
but only leased 
The 
allegation 
is 
made that under the new plan the 
prices were gradually increased un­ 
til at the present time the exhibitor 
pays more for the rental of a film 
than he formerly paid to buy it out­ 
right. 
All rental exchanges were required 
to en'er 
into 
license 
agreements, 
with the result that many were driv­ 
en out of business. 
The 
exhibitors 
were divided am on? the different ex­ 
changes and each exhibitor w as re­ 
quired to obtain his entire supply of 
films from one exchange. 
I ' In 1910 the trust 
started 
out 
to 
monopolize the rental exchange bus- 
• mess an£ organized the General Film 
Company 
which proceeded to ac- 
«ruire the business or cancel the li­ 
cense of every rental exchange in the 
Felted States except one It bought 


out fifty-seven exchanges, for which 
it paid upwards of $2,000,000 in cash 
and notes and nearly $8,000,000 more 
'n preferred stock. At the same time 
the patents company canceled the li­ 
censes and thus drove out of business 
about fifty exchanges, with the re­ 
sult that of all the exchanges doing 
business when the trust w’as orga­ 
nized four years ago, only one. the 
G reater New York 
Film 
Company, 
survives. 
The patents 
company 
absolutely 
controls every branch of the business 
according to the governm ent’s allega­ 
tions and if an exhibitor*# license is 
cancelled he cannot obtain pictures in 
the United States. W hat is claimed 
to be one of the most iniquitous fea­ 
tures of the combination is its dead­ 
ly grip on the motion picture theat­ 
ers Its power enables it to open or 
close a theater in any part of the 
country at will. The charge is made 
that in many of the large cities cer­ 
tain houses enjoy the favoritism of 
the trust, because the officers and 
members of the combine have finan­ 
cial or other interest# in them, and 
that in order that the favored houses 
may enjoy the limit of profitable bus­ 
iness other houses that might inter­ 
fere with that business have been 
summarily forced to close their doors 
The trial of the governm ent's suit 
against the trust is expected to ex­ 
tend well into President W ils o n 's ad­ 
m inistration. After taking testimony 
here Examiner Hacker will conduct 
sim ilar hearings in Chicago, Phila­ 
delphia and several other cities. The 
defense, it is understood, will be bas­ 
ed wholly upon the claim that the 
defendant companies are merely ex­ 
ercising the lawful 
monopolies 
of 
their patent rights.
